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In view of the amendment and remarks filed on March 17 th 2006, the art rejection 
has been withdrawn. Some of the claims however continue to be indefinite as following: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
1. Claims 4, 14, 16, 17 and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, in line 2 the phrase "at least one of the dielectric thin film" should be 
changed to - at least one of the dielectric thin films-; in line 3 "bodies are made.." 
should be changed to - bodies is made 

In claim 14, line 2, applicant is suggested to change "in the thickness direction of 
film" to - in the thickness direction of the dielectric thin film --. 

Claims 14, 17 and 33 are indefinite, as it is unclear what "oriented in a regular 

pattern" and "the arrangement of the fine metallic bodies is regular" are referring 

to? 

In claim 16, line 2 the phrase "the dielectric film" should be changed to - the 
dielectric thin film --. 

In claim 33, line 2 the phrase "in the thickness direction of film" should be 
changed to - in the thickness direction of the dielectric thin film -. 

In claims 17, 32 and 33, it is vague and indefinite as to what "a surface direction" 
is referring to? Clarification is required.
